UGG operator Ross Greiner, who 
transferred to Mossleigh from Ar¬ 
mada in March of this year was 
elevating grain at the time of the 
fire and first warning came from 
the P & H operator. Mr. Greiner 
took one extinguisher to the top 
of the elevator where the fire had 
its source, then came down for 
another extinguisher but the fire 
quickly burned beyond control. A

The elevator was built around 
1928 and has served with the 
P & H, Pioneer and the Federal 
companies at Mossleigh. 

In other grain elevator fires in 
the County of Vulcan in recent 
times, the Wheat Pool and Pioneer 
elevators at Herronton were com¬ 
pletely destroyed in April 1965 and 
the Wheat Pool elevator at Ar¬ 
mada burned to the ground in 
August 1967. A new Wheat Pool 
elevator has since been built at 
Herronton.

Whatever its size or location, 
a hospital requires X-ray and 
laboratory services to operate 
efficiently and these services 
must be performed by trained 
technical workers. The need 
for these people is great and, 
to meet it, the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Health operates 
the Laboratory and X-ray 
School in Edmonton. Here, 
a seven-month course equips 
graduates to carry out a 
number of procedures in 
both laboratory and X-ray 
fields and to perform the 
technical work necessary in a 
rural hospital.

Discovering that a water 
supply system isn't adequate 
for a community's needs, 
AFTER the system is instal¬ 
led, is an expensive mistake.

LIVESTOCK 


The following are the 10 most important things 
safe drivers do to AVOID accidents and PROTECT 
themselves and their passengers against injury: 

1. Keep both hands firmly on the wheel — at 
ten and two o’clock — and both eyes on the road. 

2. Never tailgate — allow at least one vehicle 
length for every ten miles per hour of speed — use 
the Timed Interval Formula. 

3. On wet, snowy or icy roads, reduce speed — 
by at least 20 m.p.h. below posted speed limits, de¬ 
pending on the severity of conditions. 

4. Always signal intentions — turns, lane 
changes, passing. 

5. Curves require special attention — slow down 
before entering, then apply power to wheels. Be alert 
for oncoming cars: they often cross the center line. 

6. Never pass on hills or curves. On straight¬ 
aways pass only when positive the way is clear. 

7. DON’T drive after heavy drinking. After 
moderate drinking, allow one hour for each ounce of 
alcohol consumed, before driving. 

8. Keep the car in good operating condition, 
especially brakes, tires, steering and frontend suspen¬ 
sion, front and rear lights, mirrors, turn signals, 
wipers, muffler and exhaust pipe. 

9. Always fasten seat belts and lock car doors. 

10. Drive defensively: be ready for the unexpect¬ 
ed; know what to do to avoid an accident; react in 
time. 

“Observance of these 10 steps by drivers,” says 
the Canadian Highway Safety Council, “will cut down 
by 90 per cent their chances of being involved in

Although agriculture would be 
indirectly affected by most of the 
provisions in the taxation plan, 
there would be three main areas 
which relate directly to the agri¬ 
cultural setor of our economy. 

These are taxes on capital gains 
and windfall gains, alterations in 
tax schedules for corporations and 
individuals, and the adoption of 
the accrual system of reporting in¬ 
come which would be accompanied 
by the discontinuance of the basic 
herd concept. 

If the Commission's recommen¬ 
dations are adopted, a capital 
gains tax will be levied on the in¬ 
creased value of property which 
has accrued between the time it 
was bought and the time it was 
sold. It makes no difference 
whether the appreciation was due 
to Improvements made by the 
owner or to an increase in land 
values. However, since legislation 
of the capital gains tax is not ex¬ 
pected to be retro-active, land val¬ 
ues which had appreciated before 
the tax became law would be ex¬ 
empt.
